THE FUNERAL PYRE. 

Along Front street on which the mob be.

pyre, a large lot of old timber lay scattered 
on either side. It was from 
these timbers that the mob began the 
construction of Miller’s funeral pyre. They 
are old and dry and each layer as the pile 
rose high in the street was saturated with 
kerosene to make the burning quick and 
sure. 

THE FIENDIGH CRIME. 

The victims of the negro murderer were 
Mary and Ruby Ray, aged respectively 16 and 
years. They were the daughters of John 
Ray, an official of Bardwell County, who lives 
between Fort Jefferson and Bardwell, about 
mine miles from Cairo, Ill On W day 
morning the two sisters left their home @ bout 
gins plackberries in a patch jess ghar 
800 yards from the house.

fisherman to ferry him over to Missouri. The 
conductor of an Iron Mountain train saw 
a man on top of a freight train who 
answered the description of the mur- 
derer, and with the help of the brake- 
man arrested him after a hard fignt. He 
was taken to jall at Sikeston, Mo., twenty- 
six miles from Cairo. When searched there 
was fouud on hima bloody razor and several 
gold rings, one of which was identified as 
having belonged to Mary Ray. His blue 
trousers and vest were biood-stained. One 
hundred Kentuckians took a special train 
from Bird's Point, opposite Cairo, at 9 
o’clock last night, to bring the-negro back to 
the scene of his crime. 

Although the Sikeston authorities had se- 
creted the prisoner the Kentucky contingent 
soon found him. The Sherif having him in 
charge consented to have him brought to 
Bird’s Point to see if the ferryman could 
identify him. Once inthe hands of the in- 
turlated citizens. the officers of the law were 
powerless to protect the prisoner, and he 
was takento Bird’s Point and from there 
across the river to Wickliffe, and from there 
to the scene of his crime. Hundreds of peo- 
ple, indeed almost the entire population of 
the region, joined the men who had the 
wretch in their power, all clamoring for his 


life. 
MILLER’S HISTORY. 


The negro was well known all through this 
section of Kentucky, and in all the towns on 
both sides of the Ohlo River. For some years 
he has traveled from place to place, giving 
glass eating exhibitions. He not only ate glass, 
but had a ravenous appetite for many kinds 


of off color dishes. 
One of his favorite dishes was a raw chick- 


en. This when devoid of entrails and feath- 
ers he would devour in a few minutes with as 
much gusto and apparent relish as a hungry 
dog would eat meat. Another pastime with 
him, and one by which he often regaied 
his colored auditors, was to eat a cat that 
had been baked in clay. 

John S8. Ray, father of the unfortunate 
children, isa farmer, 48 years of age, a citi- 
zen of Ballard County, having for a great 
many years lived at Bardwell, and was at 
one time the Police Judge of that place.

The County Court records shows that 
a colored man of that name in 1883 recelved a 
jail sentence for theft. 


HAVE RAISED RATES. 


Action of the wound City Cab Co.—A 
Dead Ordinance. 


The recent action of the Mound City Cab 
and Coupe Co. in raising the rates to $2 for 
the first hour on all four-seated vehicles sent 
out from tleir stable on Channing 


avenue and Pine street has caused 
considerable comment among those who 
patronize this means of transportation and 
also among rival cab owners. 

Under the ordinance the rates established 
for all four-seated two-horse hackneys is 
$1.50 for the frst hour and $1 
for each additional hour. It is 
said that the Mound Olity’s increased 
rate was established because the company’s 
vehicles are not to be regarded as hacks or 
hackneys on a street stand. Although a ~ a 
tem of call boxes is used in order to receive 
orders for vehicles the company conducts 
the business as though it were a livery 
stable, filling the orders simply as they 
come in either by telephone or over 
the call boxes in the office adjoining the 
stable. Itis alsosaid thatin this way they 
manage to escape the provisions of the law 
regulating the rates of hacks and cabs. 

City Attorney Butler when spoken to fn re- 
gerd to the Mound City’s action, said that 
be could not give an opinion on the subject 
at once but felt that unless the ordinance 
could be construed as not to include a stabie 
system of hack or cab hire the managers of 
the company increasing their rates were 
gullty ofa violation of the ordinance. This 
isa misdemeanor punishable by a fine of not 
less than $10 ror more than $100. 

The ordinance governing the rates that 
should be charged by .cabs and hacks is the 
most flagrantly violated ordinance in the 
books. It is positively specified that a driver 
of a cab hauling one or two passengers 
shall not charge more than 25 
cents for each occupant for the first 
mile and 26 cents each addttionai mile. The 
rate established by the drivers, bowever, is 
60 cents and sometimes $i a mile, with 60 cents 
for each additional mile. 

After 12 o’clock at night and until 6 o’cloek 
in the morning all backs and cab-dcrivers may 
double the rates which they charge during 
the day. But night rates of cabs are 50 cents 
per mile in excess of what the law prescribes, 

In addition to these specifications of the 
ordinance, drivers and owpnersof cabs are 
compelled lo have a card bearing the regu- 
larly established rates, posted in a conspicu- 
ous place in their vehicles, but with this they 
do not comoly generally. 

City Attorney Butler told a Post-DIsPaTcH 
reporter to-day that if there were an inves- 
tigation of the lax manner in which this or- 
dinance was carried out there would 
undoubtedly be a vast number of arrests. 

If there are any cases that come before me 
in the proper way I will see that the offend- 
ers are prosecuted. The ordinance is there 
and it should be enforced. Cab-drivers, too, 
often raise their rates, but not infrequen 
do they get done up themselves, The 
crowd comply with the ordinance 
until of course they catch a greenhorn.’’

of 900 inhabitants in Calhoun County, was 
practically wiped out last evening by a er- 
clone. Between fifty and 100 people were 
killed and nearly 200 injured, many of whom 
will die. The utmost confusion followed the 
advent of the storm, and it was several 
hours before the condition of affairs there 
was known. As soon as the true state of af- 
fairs was learned relief trains over the Illl- 
nois Central were sent out with a corps of 
physicians, tentsand provisions. The town 
was in total darkness, and the streets were 
filled with the wrecks of homes and business 
houses. The scenes were appalling, as men 
with lanterns went about in the 
debris. In some instances entire 
families were wiped out, the mangled 
remains being found in the ruin of 
their homes. The cries of the injured were 
heartrending and the general confusion was 
increased by the appalling walling of the 
survivors who were separated from friends 
or who had relatives in the wrecks. The 
work of rescue was slowand the train load 
of helpers made little headway. The south 
halfofthe town was razed. There was no 
place there to care for the injured, and a 
church which was just outside the track of 
the storm was turned into a hospital. There 
the surgeons worked by the aid of lanterns. 
Some with broken bones were stretched 
upon the long pews, while others who need- 
ed surgical attention on less severe injuries 
were compelled to sta r lie upon the floor 
and wait their turn. The dead were laid out 
upon the ground ip a vacant lot at the edge 
of the devastated district. Through the 
narrow alsies left between the dead bodies 
the survivors passed looking for lost ones. In 
the confusion it was impossible to secure a 
list of the fatalities. All telegraph com- 
munication was cut off, and trains could only 
be run to the edge of the town. 

The storm broke out at7o’clock. All day 
long the clouds were scerrying acrose the 
sky. An occasional shower would be followed 
by a hot burst of sunshine. Just before dark 
great banks of black clouds massed in the 
southwest and anotherinthe west. Just be- 
fore 7 oO clock the two threatening piles 
moved toward one another and then joined, 
The clouds took on a greenish tint, which 
was pierced with the sun’s rays for a mo- 
ment. Then darkness set in rapidly. The 
elements seemed to form about the combined 
clouds, though scarcely a breeze stigged the 
tree tops in the streets of Pomeroy. Those 
who were watching the phenomena say that 
a columa of smoke-like cloud dropped to 
the ground and gathered in strength as 
it advanced toward the town. They recog- 
nized it as a cyclone and gave the alarm. 
Many sought shelter in cellars and others 
mounted horses to flee from the coming de- 
struction. There was a dash of hail, a blind - 
ing flash of lightning and deafening peals of 
thunder. Menand womenran wildly about 
the streets, shouting and gesticulating. The 
cyclone struck thetown at the southwest, 
among the scattering houses in the outskirts. 
Roofs and shingies and sides of buildings were 
wrenched loose and were thrown to one side 
On the more densely populated district the 
monster of destruction swept, leveling all 
before it and leaving in its wake a cloud of 
N splinters and wrecked homes, death and de- 
moralization,

A CYCLONE IN NEBRASKA, 

ROGERS, Neb., July 7.—A destructive cy- 
clone passed over the central part of this 
county Wednesday evening. The storm 
struck the house of Chris, Miller about 8 p. 
m., while the family was eating supper. All 
were injured except the youngest child. Mr. 
Miller had three ribs broken and was inter- 
nally injured. East and west of this place 
barns, houses and windmills were blown 
down and fruit trees torn up by the roots. It 
was the most disastrous storm that ever vis- 
ited this county. 


DESTRUCTION AT STORM LAKE. 

STORM LAKE, Io., July 7.—A terrific storm 
passed over this place last evening between 
5 and 6 o’ciock. Four churches were 
wrecked, a number of residences literally re- 
duced to splinters. Fires were started in 
three localities by the lightning. The storm 
center appeared to pass four miles west of 
this town, Where for many miles nothing 
was left standing. Several lives were lost. 


Jacob Beecher, a farmer, was struck by a 
flying timber and instantly killed. His 5- 
year-old-daughter was also killed, and his 
wife and four children dangerously hurt. 
Charles Lotman, another farmer, is reported 
dead. Thomas Wall and his child hadthoir 
legs broken, and his wife’s spine hurt so that 
she will die.

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NEW YORK’S PROPOSITION. 

The New Lon Chamber of Commerce 
represents the strongest element in the 
country in favor of a return to the single 
gold standard, and its attitude with refer- 
ence to the work of Congress in the extra 
seasion-is important. It is gratifying to 
note the moderate tone of the resolutions 
passed by this body yesterday. The only 
unequivocal demand of the Chamber is 
for the ‘cepeal of the Sherman law, 
upon the advisability of which the con- 
servative elements of all sections of the 
country are practically agreed. ‘The reso- 
lution demands that the repeal of the sil- 
ver purchasing act be unconditional, and, 
without offering a single suggestion as to 
the future policy of this Government, 
proposes that a commission shall be ap- 
pointed by Congress to examine into the 
whole body of coinage and currency laws 
of this and other countries and report the 
results of this inquiry with a scheme of 
legislation by which a sound and elastic 
currehcy may be secured. 

It is highly probable that Congress may 
find wisdom in this proposition. The 
repeal of the purchase clause of the Sher- 
man act will leave the country with the 
currency now on hand, but free from the 
pernicious effects of a constant increase of 
currency based upon a bullion com- 
modity purchased at its market price, 
The delay in final action until the autumn 
will give opportunity to note the effect of
